Big Meeting Held at Sorbonne 
Hears M. Millerand. 


Great Honor Paid to Heroes 
Fallen in Battle. 


Roosevelt and Others Send 
Telegram of Greeting. 


[BY ATIANTIO CABLE AND A. 
+ PARIS, Nev. 23—In the amphi- 
theater of the Sorbonne today was 
held the first of a sevies of meetings 
which will carry throughout this 
country, to civilians and to the sol- 
diers at the front, the story of what 
America has done for France dur- 
ing the war. The meeting was held 
by official approval under the aus- 
pices of the association known as 
“the effort of France and its alies.” 
Alexandre Millerand, former Minis-

M. Millerand spoke with great 
earnestness and feeling of American 
gerenosity and of the personal de- 
votion to the French cause of thou- 
sands of individual Americans, many 
hundreds of whom had come to 
France and impertied their Iivés to 
save the nation. He continued:

London complained of indigestion 
when he went to bed Tuesday night, 
but notwithstanding, during his last

Late last night the physicians who 
attended him tesued the following 
statement: 

“At 6:30 p. m. November 21, 1916, 
Mr. Jack London partook of his 
dinner. He wae taken during the 
night with what was supposed to 
be an acute attack of indigestion. 
This, however, proved to be a 
eastro-intestinal type of uremia. He 
rapidly entered coma and died at 
7:45 p m. November 22, 1916."

Much of the freak legislation of 
the last six years was supported by the peo- 
ple through a misconception of its real in- 
tent. But the voters have finally become 
wary; they pay more attention to the di 
rect legislation propositions on the ballot 
than to the candidates for office. 

In 1912 practicaliy every proposition on 
the ballot favored by the administration was 
indorsed; in 1914 there was a more mixed 
result; but beginning with the spe:-ia!l elec- 
tion of 1915 practically every measure fa- 
vored by the opposition was indorsed and 
no direct legislation measure which the op 
position opposed has s'nce become a law. 
The Times points with pardonable pride to 
its own. record in this as contrasted with 
that of the administration and the subst- 
dized administration press.

If we are to buy security from 
murder and robbery would it not be better 
to purchase it by buying Sonora, Lower Cal 
ifornia and Chihuahua ont and out, 
ditioned upon a majority of the peonle of 
those States voting to approve the purchase? 
Those familiar with the situation say that 
the peovle of those States who are not ban- 
dite would eagerly embrace an opportunity 
to vote themecives under the American 
flag, for. as part of our territory, peace. se- 
curity for property, industry and prosper'ty 


would be established south of the Rio

AM AND BEGGS. 

That breezy westerner who invaded a 
gilded cafe in Gotham and boisterously 
clamored for ten dollars’ worth of ham and 
eges wouldn't get a whole lot of his favorite 
fodder ‘n these strehuous days. With pa 
atable cuts of Virginia ham retailing at 
75 cents and selected eges in demand at 
"6 cents a dozen the prices that some of 
the swell restaurants must ask may be 

un tc with some awe. Fresh lobster 
is a much simpler proposition than ham an‘ 
eges in the face of the market. 

As a general proposition the poultryman 
comes nearer getting the retail] market 
price for h's products than does the pro- 
ducer tn any other branch of rural! indus- 
try. At the present time ranchers can find 
stores willing to pay them 55 cents a dozen 
in cash for eggs—the storekeeper then turn- 
ing them over to the consumer at 60 cents. 
But the great sorrow is that the rancher 
hasn't got the eggs—at least not many of 
them. 

The little brown hen hag been behaving 
in a miserably shiftiess manner of late. 
Taking malignant advantage of an imprac- 
tical Wilson adm'‘nistration she fails not 
only to work eight hours but eight minutes 
a day. She is loafing on her job. She will 
consume a lot of costly and luxurious food 
and fill her crop and gizzard with the top- 
notchers of the market and then go off 
visiting or gossiping with her kindred. 
She hardly ever thinks of contributing an 
egz to the family exchequer. She doesn't 
even sing with the same cheer and hearti- 
ness as was her wont. More often she 
sulks and mopes or pecks disconsolately 
at her disorderly and unlovely plumage. A 
hen en deshabille is not handsome, anyhow, 
and when she refuses to work there is lit- 
tle to commend her to the world. When 
a hen merely wants to loaf and take on fat 
she is ripe for the exedutioner. 

Men and women who are specializing in 
the keep of the hen seem to agree that at 
no time in the history of our otherwise 
comely and delightful State were these 
birds so painfully and lamentably derelict 
in their normal duties as at the present. 
They really ought to be indicted for con- 
tributory negligence, malfeasance, conspl- 
racy or some other villainous affront to our 
native weal. 

Right months old pullets that ought to 
be full of ambition and eggs are wander'ng 
around in disheveled garb, yawning care 
leesly and not even giving their laying 
quarters the once over. If you poke their 
noses into the nest they screech distress- 
fully and run the other way. About all 
they seem to care for is breakfast and 
bedtime. 

This is the almost unanimous testimony 
of Callfornia poulterers—housewives who 
have cared tenderly for their flocks and 
have heretofore had an ample gupply of 
eces at this season. 

The hens are s'mply doing nothing, and 
that ts why the output of this peevish bird 
is #0 costly. 

Another grievance of the Henrys and 
Henriettas is the lofty price of bird seed. 
Tt costes almost three times as much to feed 
a flock of a thousand hens as it did ten 
years ago. Every time somebody dis- 
covers an economical brand of fodder for 
his birds and begins to use it extensively 
up goes the price. Some years back nobody 
cared to use rolled barley for their flocks. 
now it ig used quite freely, both in a mash 
and as a dry food. Ae a result the price of 
this form of barley has pyramided in cost. 
Bran, besides being frequently adulterated 
with sawdust.and ground corncobs, has 
doubled in price within a span of easy rec- 
eliection. There is the story of the man 
who, when he found sandus«t in his bran, 
thought he would go the dealer one Letter 
and put something over on bis hens So 
instead of the smal! percentage of sawdust 


as put out by his feedman he gave his birds 
a mash of half and half—and was able to 
get away with it. But when he went to 
the planing mill for a second load he was 
told that’ since people were using sawdust 
for chicken feed the price had gone up to 
$2 a hundred. 

If there were some way in which a hen 
could be persuaded to assimilate mud like 
a duck the price of rea) estate would be 
advanced 25 per cent. in ninety daya. 

Those who can remember when corn 
conld be had for 16 cents e bushel are 
feeling a bit sore at. having to pay better 
than $2 a hundred for it just to feed to a 
mess of unresponsive and unappreciative 
hens. 

The Wilson adm'‘nistration has much to 
answer for, but nothing that touches the 
whole people so quickly and keenly as the 
present shameful lassitude of the Amert 
can ben. 


AND LATIN CIVILAZATION,. 

When Canning succeeded in procuring 
from the British government the recogn!- 
tion of the Spenish republics in South 
America he boasted that “he had called a’ 
new world into.existence to redress the 
balance of the old.” That was a fine rhe-. 
torical phrase, But ft did not stand the 
wear and tear of time and circumstance. 


So far as Mexico is concerned its later 
history has been, with the exception of 
the period when Porfirio Diaz was Prési- 
dent, a history of anarchy and disaster 
that has perplexed both its own statesmen 
and those of the United States. 
Why is it that there has not grown up 
south of the Rio Grande even to Cape Horn 
two great powerful federations of Spanish- 
American people, analogous to the United 
States and the Canadian Dominion? In 
natural resources of agricultural, mineral 
and forest lands; in harbors and in nav- “ 
igable waters flowing to the ocean, South 
America is not inferior to North America, 


and the original inbabitants of the south / 


had, when Columbus discovered America, 
attained a higher degree of civilization 
than those of the north. 

One hundred years before the Pilgrim 
Fathers landed at Plymouth Cortez was 
erecting sugar milis and hemp and flax 
mills and developing gold and silver and | 
copper mines in Mexico. Spain was at 
that time still the greatest power of Eu- 
rope, The Mohammedans, after centuries of 
fle and stubborn war, had been driven 
back; the whole peninsula, brought under 
a single rule with a single creed and enor- 
mous acquisitions, obtained from The Neth- 
erlands of Naples, Sicily and the Canaries: 
France had been humbied, England men- 
aced, settlements made in Asia and North- 
ern ‘Africa, and Spain was possessed of 
the continent of South America and sev- 
eral archipelagos of islands. Yet from that 
day Spanish power declined and Latin civil- 
‘zation deteriorated in South America, even 
as Anglo-Saxon civilization advanced in 
North America, and long before our revo- 
lutionarty war the fabulous wealth of the 
mines of South America had been wasted, 
her agriculture and industry ruined and 
her commerce passed into the hands of her 
rivals.

Denmark Having Depression. 

Denmark, instead of having pros 
perity due to war time, is having 
depression due to war time. In the. 
war period, till lately, a great dea! of 
money west into the country because 
the agricultural and fishing popuia- 
tion received high prices for their 
production, while the shipping and 
merchandising interests made for- 
tunes.

Nearly $700,009,000 has turned 
over in transactions on the stock 
market in seven months. 


Relief for German Unemployed. 

Just as in the case of the textile 
- workers, the city of Berlin is arrang- 
ing to come to the relief of those 
thrown wholly or partially out of 
work by the requisitioning of raw 
materials used in the clothing in- 
dustry. As the majority of these 
are home workers, the grants are not 
to be made according to the number 
of working hours missed, but are to 
represent three quarters of the nor- 
mal average wage in time of peace, 
the maximum antount of relief to be 
accorded being fixed at 18 marks 
weekly. In exceptional cases, how- 
ever, larger grants will be made.
